The Governor. 

I. The Governor of the Workhouse shall make himself acquainted with 
the provisions of Act IX of 1874, so far as they relate to bis particular duties. 

II. He shall reside in the quarters provided for him, and he shall not 
absent himself for a whole night or day without obtaining the permission of the 
Secretary to, the Committee of Management. If the Governor be from 
unavoidable causes compelled to absent himself without having first obtained 
porimesion as above mentioned, he shall state the fact and the cause of it 
in the journal which he is required to keep, and shall ropoit th.e same to the 
Secretary for information. 

III. In the exercise of the authority committed to him he shall show 
firmness with tact, and shall on no ^account use language calculated to irritate 
the inmates of the Institution. He shall at tKe same time take care that all 
officers subordinate to him are properly supported in the maintenance of 
discipline, and that all their orders are treated with respect. Any insubordinate 
behaviour on the part of the vagrants shall be immediately recorded for the 
information of the Visitors of the Committee of MWiagement. 

If the misoonduot be of a serious nature, th^ Governor shall make 
iihinediAte report to the^ecretary. 
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IV. The GoYernor of the •Workliouge shall receive into his custody any 
vagrant delivered over to him with an order for detontion^undor seotion 5 of Act 
IX of IJ^74, signed hy a Magistrate of l^olioo in Calcutta, or « Justice of the 
•Pcaoe ^ercisinjMho powers of a Magistrate of the first ola^ under the Code of 
(Criminal Tr<1ccd^ in the Mufassal, and shall cause the name of the said vagrant, 
together with his oouiitry, •profession, last employ and any other useful 
information concerning, him, to be ro(!ordod in a book kept for this purpose, 

V. The gate of the institution shall always bo kept closq^, and strangers 
shall not be permitted to visit tlie Workhouse or hold conversation with any of its 
‘iniflatos at any tpne without the pormihsion of the Governor. Relatives of any 
inmates who may bo sulforing from a serious malady may bo allowed by the Gov- 
ernor to visit him iit any time betwi^en sunrise and sunset. 

VI. Til q, Governor shall, with thofianotion of the President or 8eoretary, 
appoint one or more of the iuraafes of iho Alms House to assist hint in carrying 
on tho duties connoct<‘d with the intorual discipline and managoraent of the 
woikhonso ; such assisitants shall be oallod “ Warders,” and shall receive “ Rs. 5

No Dolivory Order or o«^rtifionte for the oxjiort of opium will 
be issued on the samo day on which tho opium has boon sold. 

2. A shipper wislyng to export opium shall first prosont his Delivery 

Order to the Inlendaiit of tho opium godowus, and take o.it his of opium 

from tlio stacks and arrange them in tho oorridor, whore lie will mark them 
with his distinctive fharks for 8hipra(^nt. Before removing tho chests from 
the corridor the shipper shall obtain a pass from tho Collector of Customs by 
presenting at. the Custom Hcuiso the certificate granted him by the Boar(i, 
accompanied witli a shinping bill (in duplicate) printed in red ink. Tho 
Custom House pass, wjiich will be granted on the shipping bill, shall then be 
shown to the Inteudant, who will then gfvo permission for tho removal of the 
opium chests for shipment. In the case of opium chests which are paifted out 
through the Custom House gate the shipper is also to show the Oustom 
House pass to tho gate officer of the Custom House before taking away 
hii' chests. 

3. If any opium covered by a certificate is not rtpnoved from tho rresidenoy 
Godowns within a period of four days from tho date of the issue of the 
certificate, the holder of the certificate must, within 24 hours next after the 
expiry of the said period, apply to the Board of Revenue for a fresh oertifioate.

Ap[)lioation8 
for process should contain the names and addresses of the parties, and the nami s 
of witneosos, and*a brief description r- of the subject-matter of the complaint. 
Applications to summon persons to give evidence or to pro luce any d( cumeut 
or otber thing should, show, if possible, the father’s name, as well as the address 
of each witness, unless he be a European British subject. 

5. Presidency Magistrates other than the Chief Presidency Magislrate or 
salaried Presidency Magistrates will sit in accordance with the roster drawn up 
by the Chief Presidency Magistrate. Special Benches may, however, bo con- 
vened by him for any day or hour. 

6. Benches will ordinarily consist of three Presidency Madstrates other 
than the Chief Presidency Magistrate or salaried Presidency Magistrates, one of 
whom will be appointed Chairman by the Chief Presidency Magistiate. Should 
one or more of the members be absent, the Chief Presidency Magistral e may, 
in his discretion, either arrange for substitutes, or, if two membei<a.siill remain, 
direct the woik to proceed without the absent member.
